The U.S. Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about January 25, 2015, July 29, 2014, and December 
11, 2013, you or your organization committed violations of the following sections of the Code of Federal Regulations, 
Title 9: 


2.40(a)(1) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care. Each dealer and exhibitor shall employ an 
attending veterinarian under formal arrangements. In the case of a part-time attending veterinarian the formal 
arrangements shall include a written program of veterinary care. 

You failed to provide a written program of veterinary care that establishes formal arrangements have been 
made with a veterinarian and regularly scheduled visits by that veterinarian are occurring. 

3.80 (a)(2) Primary Enclosures - Nonhuman Primates. Primary enclosures must be constructed and maintained so 
that they (i) have no sharp points or edges that could injure the primates, (iii) contain the primates, (iv) keep unwanted 
animals from entering the enclosure (viii) provide the primate with easy and convenient access to clean food and water 
(ix) enable all surfaces in contact with the primates to be readily cleaned and sanitized . 

You failed to provide a safe, healthy environment for a geriatric spider monkey by: 

*not providing an enclosure that prevents other animals that could transmit disease or harm the 
spider monkey from entering the enclosure. 

*not providing easy access to clean food and water 

*not providing an environment free of rust which can be and is cleaned and sanitized regularly. 

*not providing a safe enclosure free of holes that could allow the monkey to become trapped or injured 
by sharp edges. 

3.125 (a) Facilities, general. Structural strength. The facility must be constructed of such material and of such 
strength as appropriate for the animals involved. The housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury. 

You failed to provide a well maintained, structurally sound enclosure for the goats. 

3.127(b) Shelter from Inclement Weather. Natural or artificial shelter appropriate to the local climatic conditions 
for the species concerned shall be provided for all animals kept outdoors to afford them protection and to prevent 
discomfort to such animals. 

You failed to provide adequate shelter for pigs and a llama. 
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The Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) created federal regulations to ensure the welfare of animals and help 
prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and diseases. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly impacts that 
are detrimental to the public interest, APHIS is providing you with an Official Warning for the violation(s) described above. Any 
further violation of these federal regulations may result in the assessment of a civil penalty, criminal prosecution, or other sanctions.
